Shanghai, Aug. '_'9 —All aortB of rumors 
aro afloat concerning tho battle alloged to 
have been fought between the Japanese and 
Chinese troops on Aug. 13, but nothing olli 
cial has been received horo. According to 
roports rooeived by tho nativo preBS, a force- 
of 5,000 Chinese trojpa attacked tho Japan- 
ese forces guarding the Ping YaDge passes 
in Northwest Korea and drove them from 
their position. Tho Chinese wore joined by 
a large number of Koreans, who applied for 
arms and asBignmont to tho Chinese advance 
guard. These account* say that next day 
bho Chinesa troops worn reinforced by 4,000 
mon from Yi Ch-iw, and with th's augmenta- 
tion on Aug. 15, engaged and defeated the 
Japanese at Chong Hou. 

Additional troops, to the number of 16,- 
000, joined the Chiueso army on August 10, 
und next day another attack was made on 
tho Japanese with the result that tho latter 
loBt 4,000 men and left a large amount ot 
ammunition, baggage, etc., on tho field. On 
August IS, according to tho native roports, 
the Chineso wore fired upon by thirteen 
Japanese warships in tho Tatung river, near 
HuaDg Chow, looing several hundred men. 
Subsequently three of the warBhips got 
aground and wore fired upon and seriously 
damaged by the Chinese artillery. The 
Japanese forces retreated southward and 
were pursued by tho Chinese cavalry until 
night in. On the following day, Gen. Yeh, 
commundicg the Chinese army, succeoded 
in getting iu tho rear of the Japanese, rout- 
ing them after a Bharp fight, and capturing 
Huang Chow. 

London, Aug. :!0 — Tho Shanghai corre- 
spondent of the Central News says : " There 
ia un uneasy feoling in Tientsin owing to 
the attitude of tho native troopB. Foreign- 
ore are arming thomsolves as they foar an 
attuck. The French warship Lion, the Ger- 
man Wolf, tho British Linnet, tho Ameri- 
can Monocacy and tho Russian Sibootch 
have been Bont by tlnir governments to 
Tientsin. 

Vienna, Aug. 30. — A Japanese govern- 
ment agent has bought 200,000 guns of tho 
old type in this city, and is said to havo 
had most of them Bhipped to Amsterdam, 
whence thoy will be carried to Yokohama. 

Berlin, Aug. 29 — Herr Wulfing, a mem- 
ber of the eilvor commission, has written a 
series of articles to tho Deutsche Wochon- 
bl&tt, attacking the interests of the 
group cf German bankers who pro- 
posed to open subscriptions in Germany to 
a Chinese loan. Herr Wulfing warns the 
public against subscribing to a gold loan, 
such as is proposed, inasmuch ub China Ib a 
silver country, and declares that tho conclu- 
sion of a gold loan to China would inevita- 
bly lead to lossnB in Germany's fiuanoial 
dealing with Mexico. 

Glasgow, Aug.29.— The stoBrr.ship Islam, 
seized by tho customs authorities here, act- 
ing under instructions lrom the British gov- 
ernment has been released. The Japanese 
minister has guaranteed that the Islam is not 
to be UBed for war purposes. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 —Admiral Ramsay 
received a cablegrum this morning from 
Commodore Corpenter at Nagasaki, an- 
nouncing that, he would sail yesterday on 
the U. S. ti. Monocacy for Chemulpo, Korea. 
The Monocacy his boen at Nagasaki since 
July 31, tuking on coal and storos and 
awaiting the arrival of Commodore Carpen- 
ter, who was sent out from Washington last 
month to command tho Asiatic squadron. 
On tho arrival of the Monocaoy at Che- 
mulpo, where tho Baltimore has beon alono 
in guarding American interests for some 
time, Commodore Carpenter will hoiBt hia 
11 ig on the Utter vessel. The Concnrd and 
Petrel, which were ordo ol fram BehriDg 
boo to reinforco the Asiatic squadron, are 
daily expected at Yokohama. Commodore 
Cotpsnter will probably ordor ono of them 
to Shanghai and tho other to Chemulpo, re- 
lieving the Baltimore ( which will thon cruiso 
as far south as Hongkong. The Charleston, 
which left San Franoieoo last Sunday morn- 
ing, expected to reach Yokohama soon ofrcr 
September 20, when sho will be joined by 
the commander-in-chief and becomo tho llag- 
ship of tho F<juadrom. 

Tho now Japaueso minister, Shiniobiro 
Kurino, haa beou preaented to tho president. 
Tho presentation was remarkable for its cel- 
erity, but thia ia accountod for by the de- 
sire of the now minister to preaent his cred- 
entials and bo fully empowered to deal with 
1 10 stato department beforo tho president 
leaves Washington City. 

MURDER 4N1) INCENDIARY. 

A French Abbe Pays the Extreme Penalty (Un- 
der the Guillotine. 

Lkvall, Aug. 29.— Unless there Bhould 
be a reprieve, which in doubtful, tho execu- 
tion o!' Abbo Bruneau, convicted cf ipurdor, 
robbery and arson, will toko placo to mor- 
row morning. Thousands of pcoplo havo 
assembled hero to witneBS tho execution, 
many of them walking miles and bringing 
food to last them eovorul dayB. Most of 
these aro camped in tho streets. Dioblcr, 
tho executionor, and a strong forco of troopa 
arrived ro-day. M. Dominique, advocato 
for Abbe Brunouu, had an audience with 
freBidont Gasimir Perrior this morning, en- 
deavoring to secure executivo clemency on 
behalf of hia client. Tho advocato roceivod 
only tho uBual aeturances that Mb arguments 
would bo duly considered. This dispoaea of 
tho rumor that tho condomnod prioBt 
has had hie eentonoo commuted. Ho will bo 
guillotined oarly to-morrow morning unlnes 
Bomo extraordinary and unforeseen action 
Bhould be token in the meantime. 

(LATER), Aug. 30.— Abbo Brunoau was 
executed at 5 ;.'!() o'clock thia morning. He 
wis convicted of tho murder of Abbo Fricol, 
tho veuerablo euro of Entrammtz 



KNIGHTS OP PYTHIAS. 

The Encampment Likely to Meet at Indian- 
apolis— Presentations to the Grand 
Chancellor. 

Washington, Aug. 29. — IndianapoliB 
will probably bo uhosen for the next en- 
oampment. The Indiana delegatea are urg- 
ing tho claims of their city, while Louis- 
ville has practically withdrawn from the 
field as she will entertain the Grand Army 
next year, if. possible. 

An Idaho delegate, J. W. Daniels, has pre- 
sented Supreme Chanoellor Blaakwell with *. 
gavel of stiver and mahogany, and Delegate 
Walker, of Montana, presented him with 
a gold and silver jewel. Delegate Lee, of 
Rhode Island, has been eleoted oflicial re- 
porter, and the Supreme Lodge rank was 
conferred on several past chancellors. 

Tho report of Supreme Chancellor Black- 
well dealt in a vigorouB manner with the 
question arising from what ho forms tho 
organized rebellion of oertain peraona 
who havo persisted in publishing 
and using a German translation, 
despite the refusal of the Supremo Lodgo to 
permit such translations. He recommended 
that tho banngainBt the Pythian sisterhood 
bs lifted. The membership of tho order on 
July 1 was, he stated, 405,741, The finan- 
cial condition was moat satisfactory, 

MASSACHUSETTS STRIKES. 

One of the New Bedford Mills Starts Up, 
Having Acceded to tho Operatives' 
Demands. 

New Bedford, Mass., Aug. 29.— The 
strike situation remains practically un- 
ohanged, and little exottomont attended the 
opening of tho Bennett and Columbia mills 
this morning. The stirring speeches made 
on the Common have not put the manufac- 
turers in a very good Btato of mind, although 
thoy refuse to have anything to say in 
reply to any of theso meetings, it being 
against their polioy to be drawn into con- 
versation on any course the strikers may 
talk of taking. Tho oporativos havo a more 
hopeful feeling Binco the managers of tho 
Hannett and Columbia mills have given in to 
their demands. The Cord and Picker room 
association and weavers' executive commit- 
tees ore kept busy aending memberB from 
the city seeking aid and receiving word of 
the progress made by thoso already in other 
cities. The exodus of mill help from the 
city has partially coased, and yesterday 
only 20 through tickets to Canada were 
sold, making 100 in all By the Btarting up 
of the Bannett and Columbia mills, about 
one-third of the unemployed carders and 
pickors have been employed. 

GOVERNOR WAITE. 

Colorado's Governor Arrested for Opening 
and Retaining- a Letter. 

Denver, Aug. 29 —A warrant was issued 
late yesterday for tho arrest of Gov. Davis 
H. Waite on the serious charge of opening 
and retaining a letter addressed to Mrs. 
Likens, formerly matron at police head- 
quarters ; and also for conspiracy under 
statutea Noe. 3,892 and 5,440. Governor 
Waito when arrested was highly indignant, 
and pleaded "not guilty," claiming that he 
had not opened the letter, but that ita con- 
tents had been read to him. The hearing 
of the casea was set for Thursday and tho 
commissioner accepted Gov. Waite's per- 
sonal recognizance in the sum of $100 to ap- 
pear for trial.

Unleas tho government plainly 
declared its policy in regard to tho House 
of LordB, ho Baid, tho Irish party would 
havo to ro consider their poaition. 

TO AFRICA DIRECT. 

A Company Chartered In tho U.S. to Run 
Steamers to the Dark Continent. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 29.— The firBt direct 
steamship line between Amorica and the 
west coaat of Africa has been chartored in 
tho state of Now Jorsoy and will bo known 
as tho African Steamship Company. About 
half of ita 8300,000 Btook haB beon sub- 
scribed, and boats will ply monthly bo- 
twoon this city und Liberia, beginning 
about October 1 . Tho company will re- 
coivo a subsidy from the Liborian govern- 
ment of §10,000 a yoar. It intends to carry 
tho U.S. mail. 



INTERSTATE FAIR. 

Formal Opening or Tacoma's Fair— .Senator 
Squire Representing the Governor. 

lAOOMA, Aug. 29.— Thia morning U. S. 
Senator Squiro arrived by train from Seattle 
and in tho unavoidable absence of Lieut. - 
Governor McGraw, touchod tho button and 
openod the Interstate fair. Tho button had 
boen arranged in tho main building on tho 
grand stand muBio roatrum. Every pieco of 
machinery in tho building and throughout 
tho grounds which is suppliod with power 
from tho big ongines in tho main building 
being connooted with the oloctria wires 
leading up to tho button, oil tho whoolB, big 
and little, alono wont in operation.

Cheese Factories in Western Ontario 
CIoso Down Owing to the 
Severe Drought. 



(Special to Uio Colonist.) 
Extensive Fire In Montreal. 

Montrkal, Aug. 29. — LaBt night a fire 
broke out in the big wooden coal warehouse 
of T. F. Moore & Co., on Jacques Carter 
street. The brigade wob on tho spot and 
got the fire in hand early, but not bofore 
about §20,000 worth of damage was dona in 
tho coal Bheda and several thousand extra 
for the neighbora. Tho flames spread rapidly 
along the roof of the warehouse, containing 
twonty thousand tons of hard coal and 
Iioked up tho hay like matches in stables 
near by. The firemen managed to save nine 
horses from tho burning Btablo. Several 
houses on AmhorBt street were badly 
damaged by fire and water. 

Severe Drought. 
London, Aug. 29. — As a result of the 
severe drought a numbar of oheoso factories 
in Western Ontario have Bhut down, feed 
for cows having becomo so scarce that the 
yield of milk has enormously decreased. 
For weeks tho formers have bAon feeding 
hay to their cows and now spooial feed has 
to be given to sheep and pigs, two months 
before the usual time. 

Orrdock for Montreal. 

Montreal, Aug. 29. — A dry dock for 
Montreal haa long been spoken of by Bteom- 
ship men and underwriters. The necessity 
of having one has frequently beon demon- 
strated when a steamer meoting with an ac- 
cident has been forced to go to Quebec for 
repairs. Tho soheme has at last boen taken 
hold of in earnest and a petition has boen 
forwarded to tho government to this eiToct. 

Trollry Accident at Kingston 

Kingston, Aug. 29.— Kigaton has had its 
first.fatal trolley accidont this morning when 
a stranger named Spooner, an ogod man, 
was struck and injured to Buch an extent 
that he died in tho hospital a short time 
afterwards. He wob deaf and did not hear 
the car.

DUTCH DEFEAT. 

The Hollanders Burning to Avenge Tnolr 
Reverse— Very Heavy Losses 
Sustained. 

The Haoue, Aug. 29.— The official jour- 
nal publishes a diepatoh giving an account 
of a disaster to tho Dutch iorooa on the IbIo 
of L'jmbok at tho hands of tho troops of the 
Rojuh of Lombok, which shows that tho 
Dutch losses are over f>00 men killed, 
woundod ami missing. Tho dispatch Bays 
that (ienorul Vettcr, the commander of the 
expedition, win surprined at cloven o'clock 
at night by a large force of natives, who 
kept up a continuous tiring throughout tho 
night. The result of thia attack was that 
tho Dutoh loHt 14 killed and S3 wounded. 
Water supply falling, tha Dutch rotreated 
towards Mataram, the capital of the island. 
Tho natives hurrassod them on route and 
farther on they raised barricades, which 
they defended. Thou Vetter loat a sooro or 
moro men. On August 27 the Dutoh reaohod 
Amponan, whoro it was found that thoir 
total was 22 officers and ,'!u'4 men killed, 
wounded or missing, besides losing four field 
guns. The other columa under Col. von 
Babat and Bilevclt were at the sums timo 
operating Beparatoly in other parta of tho 
island, and though their lossta aro not stat- 
ed, it is known that thoy are hoavy. It ia 
known that Col. von Babat was among tho 
killed. Fivo steamers with troops and field 
guns will leave Butavlo, Java, for Lombok 
to-morrow. The poople hero aro greatly 
excitod over the disaster to tho Dutch arms 
and bolieve that tho whole truth Iibb not yet 
been told. They are clamoring for prompt 
measures to wipe out tho Dutch defoat and 
Gen, von dor VVijok, governor-genoral of tho 
Dutch Indies, has summoned a oouncil of 
naval and military commanders to dotor- 
mido upon docisive measures against tho 
Lombok nativea.

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BRITISH TRADE. 

Passage of The American Tariff Bill 
Has Brought About a 
Healthy Revival- 



Free Lumber ami Wool Will Have an 
Important Bearing on Canadian 
Interests. 

London, Aug. 29.— Since the pussago of 
the tariff bill by the American oongYCBB, 
London'd business iu colonial grown wool 
with the United States has been very much 
more aotivo, anil the volume would have 
been vastly greater bub for the fact that 
wool importers are unwilling to do business 
except at the public ouctionB. There is 
more activity on tho Liverpool doclis and 
ship owners are expecting that the passage 
of the tariff bill will greatly revivo trade, 

London, Aug. 21) — A representative of 
the house of Windeler & Cu , the largost 
wool brokers eDgiged in tho Amorican trado 
In London, in au interview to day expressed 
the opinion that the American tariff bill 
would undoubtedly benefit tho English 
market, which is now feverish and uncer- 
tain. S'ooka are held firmer and dealers in 
the United States are demanding lower 
prices. Tne largo stock of wools in the 
United StateB and olBewhore, he bolieved, 
makes a permanent riso doubtful. There is 
little busiuess now, and tho next public sile 
will not tako place until September lSUi 
Ameriem dealers insist upon choaper raw 
material in constquence of their reduoed 
profits. The wool broking firms of Jacobs 
& Co. concur in the views of Windeler & 
Co., adding that the recent ealo of two 
thousand bales was made to American 
buyers. Tho Yorkshire houses aro jubilant 
over the passage of the turiff bill, and aro 
confident of increased buainets in future, 

Toronto, Oat , Aug 29 —Tho new tariff 
law as passtd by the United States con- 
gress eaueea considerable discussion here 
arron< business men, and it is generally be- 
lieved that it will have an important boaring 
onC.n dian interests. The most important 
feature of the measure, do far as Canada is 
concert el, ia the placing of sawn and 
dresaed lumber and all kindred materials on 
the free list. It is thought among lumber- 
men that the abolition of tho duty will 
mean, in the course of a few years, uu ex- 
port trado of upwards of §20,000,000 with 
the United StateB, Free wool will also 
result in conBiderablo expansion of the trade. 
Birley, in which Ontario enjoyed a large 
trado before tho MoKlnley bill became oper- 
ative, will, it is thought, hardly revive 
under a duty of 30 per cent. The same may 
bo said of the egg and horse trade, in which 
Ontario did a very profitable business. 
Flax growing, ealt makiDg and bean grow- 
ing will probably become profitable indus- 
tries in West Ontario. On the wholo, the 
now bill iB welcomed by buaineBB men gener- 
ally as a harbinger of increased trade be- 
tween the two countries. 

Commenting on the tariff law, the Em- 
pire, government organ, says: ''Tho in- 
timation in tho President's letter that the 
' war iB not over' would be ominous of 
another long tariff struggle in tho near 
future if wn did not reflect that Mr. Clove- 
land himself will disappear from tho Btsge 
in about two years, without leaving any one 
behind him to continue on hia campaign. 
The chances of any lower tariff in the States 
for a long time to come are exceedingly slim. 
Tho tariff reformers have had their day." 

The News, independent Conservative, 
Rays: " The tariff declares fir reciprocity 
la agricultural implements. Our govern- 
ment, which now imposes a tax c f from 20 
ti 30 per cent, on tho implements, should at 
once aboliBh that tax. Free trado in farm 
m kohinery would bo a boon to manufac- 
turers and f irmers on both sides of the line. 
The Canadian ministry should take advant- 
age of the offer now open to secure it." 

Montreal, Aug. 29 — Mr. Tait, assistant 
manager of the C. P. R , told a reporter this 
morning that he had no doubt that tho new 
United States tariff bill will makes big dif- 
ference in the traffic of the line. The lumber 
trade will likely go up fast and so will all 
agricultural products. Tho Canadian coal 
trade will not lie alfaoted at all, as tho 35 
centB per ton drop in tho duty will not de- 
velop the mines of tho Dominion. Aa a mat- 
ter of fact as far west as Winiip°g, the C. 
P. R uaesno Canadian coal, it being all im- 
ported from tho Uoited Statep." "How- 
ever," said Mr. Tait, " the general vieaa 
tint I havo expressed point io a good etl'dct 
upon the trades all round." 

•NO FREE TRADE, SAYS MR. 
LAUR1ER." 

(From the Umpire.) 

Wo are indebted to Mr. Liuricr for one 
frank admission ac Brantford, Said ho : 

" So long aa wo nro in ' l v> condition that 
wo uro in to-day, it is impohsiblo to talk of 
free trade— or think of it— as it is practised 
in Great liritoiu. Ic is impossible to have 
freedom of trade as they have it. Wo muat 
continue to raise our revenue by a customs 
tariff " 

That being t h 3 Opposition platform tho 
tariff issue really reholves itself into a ques- 
tion of tho best means of raising a revenue 
Mr. Lauricr admits that be and his friendB 
cannot have free trnde, and aro only aiming 
at striking out tho proteotivo featured of tho 
tariff This would Involve returning to the 
old Cartwright tariff of 1H74 to 1H7S, which 
our people tiavo experienced and do not 
want again. 

Onco confess, aa tho Opposition loader 
douB, that free trade is nut in tho rice, and 
it naturallj follows that u revenuo tariff 
ought roasonubly to be framed, as ours ia, so 
as to protect tho native induatries of tho 
country.

FISH, FISH, FISH. 

To thk Editor : — Will you allow me 
throug'i your paper to call tho attention of 
tho government to our Deep Sea fisheries. 
We ofcen read about our Deep Sea fishers 
through parliamentary reports, ote., just bo 1 
ing iu its infonoy, and bo on. Why, it ia 
not yet born. Fish thoro is in very large 
quantities, and in tho sea they will remain 
unless a start is made to tako them. Now, 
sir, 1 think it is time the government should 
allow the S S. Douglas to bo used and see 
what fish there aro to bo caught on tho 
banka in those seas ; not with your hand 
lines or long lines, but with a trawl net such 
as is used on the British coast by hundreds 
of vossoIb and some 20,000 men and boys 
with great buccbsb. 

Now, sir, if the government would let the 
S. S. Douglafl try, and find tho crow, and 
Bay n ompany of live men provide tho out- 
fit, and a Deep Sea trawling captain to work 
tho gear, two weeks wou'd prove th»t tho 
fishing could bo carried on at a profit to 
owner and men. 

It is a iaat that our halibut ia much 
better than the North sea halibut on tho 
British coun*-,. To fit out a vessel, say like 
a sealor, with lines, you should have a crew 
of twelve or fourteen men. Then you have 
to find bait, which means money, I tell 
you, Bir, a vbsbbI with a crow of seven men 
and a trawl would tako more fish in one 
night than a liner would tako in six nights. 
Some one may say if wo got a lot of fish 
thoro is no one to buy them; but it i8 my 
belief that wo should find moa in this city 
who would buy all the fiah brought in and 
send it away fresh to other places. Can 
any thirog be hotter either for receiving or 
delivering fiah ? 

Here you have a splendid oold storage 
oapable of freezing some 200 tons of fish. 
After freezing they can bo packed and 
shipped on board Australian or China boats 
at a very little expense by water, and so 
save tho carting down to tho outer whurf. You 
would find a ready market in the States for 
freBh fish. Tho exdeoso would In very small 
to make a start, and in a littlu time instead 
of our sealers lying in tho harbor doing no- 
thing wo should seo them making money. I 
don't see why wo should content ourselves 
with just sending away canned salmon and 
lumber while there is a great harvest to reap 
from the sea. 

This business should bo helped on by tho 
government and not by a person or oompany. 
1 say If tho government found the boat and 
crew, and a oompany found tho gear and a 
fishing oiptain to work the gear, the whole 
thing could 1 > j done at a very small outlay, 
and provo whether or not tho trawl can bo 
worked in these seas tho sutne as other 
places. All you will have to send away for 
is tho nets and they only cost about $27 each 
and three nets aro all you would require.

THE WATER BY-LAW. 

The membora of tho City Council cannot 
»urely expeot tho ratepayers to vote for their 
water workB by-law in tho dark. They aro 
not told what ia to bo dono with the $100, 
000 when it ia raised. For anything that 
appeaiB in tho by-law to the contrary the 
monoy can be spout in Buch a way as to ren 
iter the expenditure of twice aa much noces 
sary. There ia really nothing apeciSo in the 
by-law. Tho Council bind themselvea to 
nothing except to spend tho money to ex 
tend and improve the water supply. It may 
happen that what the City Council consider 
extension and improvement the majority of 
the ratepayers may regard aa little better 
than Bheer waste. 

It ie, we presume, proposed to 
purchase the watershed of Elk 
Lake with the proceeds of the 
loin. But purchasing the two thousand 
»cre« or eo from which E'k Lake drawa ita 
supply will not add a aingle gallon to the 
quantity that entora the lake or give the city 
the pressure whieh it 80 badly needs. It 
must surely have occurred to aome of the 
City Councillors that to spend a large sum 
In baying tho land, without being certain 
that the area ia large enough to supply tho 
present and tho future wants of the city, 
will be little better than throwing the 
money away. There are those who say that 
the rait fill on that limited area is not 
sufficient to supply Victoria with the water 
it needs and cannot do without. Should not 
so important a matter as this be placed be 
yond a peradventure ''. 

There are men who can calculate almost 
to a gallon how much water a city with a 
given population can consumo.and they can, 
whon they know the amount of the rainfall 
and the nature and area of the watershed, 
tell with almost mathematical exactitude 
how much water it can supply. Why not 
obtain tho services of an engineor of high 
roputation whosobuBiness it is to do work like 
this, to givo tho ratepayers the information 
they need before they can prudently or in- 
telligently vote for the waterworks by-law. 
We are quite convinced that they will not 
give the Council the authority they ask for 
before they get this information, and that 
too from a Bource on which they can place 
implicit reliance. Wo are greatly mistaken 
in our estimate of the rato-payers if they are 
prepared to givo the present or any other 
Council so largo a sum as §150,000 to mud- 
dle away as suits their whims. 

WAR NEWS. 

The war in Korea is to tho European und 
Amorican journalist intensely aggravating. 
Everyone ia asking for news from We aeat 
of war and there ia no nows that cin bo ro- 
lled upon to givo tho eagerly expectant public. 
It appears that both tho Chinese and the 
Japanese aro exero'aing their ingenuity to 
prevont tho outside world from knowing 
what ia going on in Korea and the 8eas 
adjjiont thoreto. 

At first it waa aaid that tho Japaneao wore 
victorious on both Bea und land. It was as- 
serted that the alow going Ctiineao were un- 
prepared to meet their active and lively foes, 
and were consequently in tho first engage- 
ments beaten bath on sea and land. 
We woro afterwards told that tho 
Japanese had mot with rovorBCB, 
that thoir fl«et had been beaten, 
and that their army had boon dofeatod. 
How tho nows came no ono could very clearly 
or satisfactorily toll. Tho linoa of telogroph 
from Korea aro in tho handa of thoChinoao, 
and the Japuncao oxerciso a strict censorship 
ovor all telegrams that leavo their country. 
It is easy to boo then that any war news from 
Korea must either havo a Chinepo or Japan- 
obo coloring, and it is to be feared that 
neither of thorn have to high a regard for 
the truth that thoy would allow iiowb dam 
aging to their reapootive interests to pasB 
ovor tho wiros undor thoir control. Tho 
latest nows is that the war is confined to 
Korea. In this latoat peninsular war tho 
Chinese and tho Japanoso are ham- 
mering each other. Tho Koroana accord- 
ing to tho latest advicos are on tho aide 
of the Chiuoso. Tho othor day wo wcro 
told that tho Koroana hailed tho Japanoso ub 
dolivorors from both native tyrunuy and 
Chinese domination. Thon the Japaneso 
Tv-oro victorious, now tho Chinese have the 



bost of it. We do not like to undermine 
the faith of the public in the nowspapera, 
but we go so far as just to hint that it would 
not be wise to take the war news that 
appears in tho dispatohes as gospol. Some 
of it, wo grieve to say, buura internal evi- 
dence of being manufactured by oorre- 
Bpondonts and edilorB who muBt havo news 
to luy before their reudiirs — genuine nowH, if 
it un\ ha had, but " faked " nows is with 
them a very groat dual bettor than no 
news at all. We may some day hear tho 
truth about tho Korean oampaign, but not 
for tomo little time to coma wo foar, 



FRASER VALLEY RELIEF. 

A good doal has been written about tho 
subject of tho Eraser Valley relief, and it i8 
unfortunate, to Bay the least, that an effort 
which should be purely philanthropic and 
charitable Bhould havo been turned into a 
mattor of politics. At the outset the Gov- 
ernment took tho position that, us tho ac- 
counts of distress and Buffering which wero 
published broadcast, and elicited the 
sympathies of the generous public of tho 
East, wore highly colored and much exag- 
gerated, it would bo unwiso to placo tho 
Provinco in the light of a mendicant Booking 
aid. It was announced that British Col- 
umbia wae able to look aftor ita own 
people, and would see that they 
procured tho necessaries of lifo and 
bo placed in a position to go ahoad 
again. That courso was generally approvod 
and received tho ondoraatlon of a mooting of 
roprosontativo citizens held at Westminster 
It was applauded by tho Bonsible element of 
tho country, and evoked no criticism from 
tho Opposition press. Tho Government, in 
conjunction with a properly organized rellof 
committee, wonf to work and did all in its 
power to relieve distress whore it existed, 
and to afford every reasonable facility for 
supplying the wants of tho Bottlers. Until 
very recently, not a voice was raised as 
to the inadequacy of the efforts put forth 
by tho Government. If mistakes weromado, 
as alleged, they arose not from intent but 
from misrepresentations or from some other 
cause for which the Government cannot be 
held responsible. There are very few in 
starces of organized relief, no matter where 
or under what circumstances, in which some 
of the assistance afforded has not been mia 
directed or tho claims of aomo more worthy 
than others have not boon overlooked. This 
is practically unavoidable. 

We have been constrained to make these 
remarks from representations of a recent 
data as to the neceasity for further rolief, 
chorgca as to the character of the work al 
ready done, and particularly on account of an 
artiolo appearing in the Newa-Advertiaer 
of yesterday in which the Government ia 
aaked to deolare itself on the actual needs of 
tho settlers of the Fraser valley and the 
policy which it intends to pursue in regard 
to the tame. The article in question is one 
of those ambiguous, wordy productions 
whioh are characteristic of the newspaper In 
question and which, undor a guise of fair- 
ness and honesty, is intended to draw forth 
an expression of opinion upon which to fouod 
further attacks upon the Govern 
ment. Nobody' ia deceived by suoh 
tactics, because the publio is tho- 
roughly familiar with the guile which under- 
lies all the utterance8 of our contemporary, 
and when it wears ita blandeat amile we 
naturally look for the poison which lurks 
under the guiso of good-will and honest ap- 
pearing. 

The article in question, if it means any- 
thing, means that tho government Bhould un- 
dertake to supply every want, real or im- 
aginary, which exists in the New Westmin- 
ster District on account of the floods. If 
our contemporary supposes that it is 
the duty of tho Government to 
replace every fence rail that has been washed 
away, remove every particle of debris and 
genorally assume the funotions of almonor to 
all who havo in any way Buffered by the 
floods, it assumes altogether too much and 
greatly mistakes tho part tho Government 
should take. It should bo distinctly under- 
stood that the duty of tho Government 
in the premises is no greater, com- 
paratively Bpoakiug, than that of 
private individuals. Tho Government 
undertook tho work of relief, not from 
constitutional obligation, but aa a matter of 
phiiuDt'.iropy and charity in tho aenBe of ro- 
lioviDg diatrcsa in a case of suffering whrro 
no other means wero available. It ban 
dono a very great deal. It is not its 
duty to seek out cases of want, and givo 
Buch particulars aa the News-Ad vortiaor de- 
mands. Obviously it occupies no nioro favor- 
abloposition of advantago in rogard to know- 
ing thodistross whioh inayexistthaninombors 
of tho relief committco and othora. It is not 
bound by the ethic8 of humanitarianism to 
go further in this direction than tho com- 
munity at largo. It is a duty which do- 
valvcB upon all alike. When it conios to 
extraneous acts of beneficenco, of which the 
proeent reliof fund forma apurt, tho Govern- 
ment has no more responsibility than the 
Opposition, or tho municipalities or privato 
citizens. It is as much tho duty of tho 
Nows-Advortisor to furnish particulars, if it 
knows whereof it speaks, as tho Govern- 
ment, and to aasisb in relief. Tho whole 
mattor hai beon vory much misundoratood, 
and tho ui who wish to shoulder on tho Gov- 
ernment tho task of supplying what 
obviously rests on the whole community at 
largo, do so in entire ignoranco of thoir own 
responsibilities or for tho purpose of making 
political capital out of misfortune. 

Further, no ono hai a right to expect to 
bo roplaoed, aa a mattor (f Governmental 
assistance or privato charity, in thoir former 
position, no mattor how Borious thoir losses 
or from what natural causes thcao havo boon 
brought about. While we must not neglect 
tho individual cases of absolute distress and 
want, wo muat at tho Bamo time 'atrivo to 
onoourogo u spirit of self-reliance, such aa 
haa distinguished the people of Canada 
at all timos and under all clrcutn- 



Btances, and such as we have seen 
exhibited very recently in auch places as 
West Kootonay, the losses and deprivation 
of citizens which through fire and flood 
have been scarcely loss than thoso of the 
people of the Fraser Valley, and who have 
made no appeal outaldo their own district. 

Tho News Advorti«or eutiroly mitatateB 
the case when it aayB, " the Government ap- 
pears to believe thot it will itsolf bo able to 
handle the matter, not only without uid 
from outBido the Province, but uloo with- 
out asking the co-operation of any 
municipal bodies or private individ- 
uals in contribution of funda for the 
purpose." At no time haa uny suoh an- 
nouncement beon undo either officially or 
Otherwise, and it is well to boar in mind 
that whatever ronponaibility exists is to be 
shaved by alt alike. It ia a mattor not of gov- 
ernment policy, whioh our contemporary Books 
to mako paternal, but of oommon humanity 
ao far as claims upon ita consideration havo 
any place. 



PUBLIC M EDWIN E. 

Tho attention of some of tho most eminent 
physioiaus haB of late years been direotod to 
what is called "publio modicino." It has 
beon found that thoro aro conditions favor- 
able to the health of tho public and condi- 
tions that aro highly unfavorable. The ob- 
servations mado by theao physicians have 
oonvinced them that tho publio hoalth is im- 
probable, that there are certain laws which, 
if obBorved, will lesson tho doath rato in a 
community, and that tho disregard or tho in- 
fraction of thoso laws will greatly increaao 
that rato. 

Sir Charles A. Cameron. F. R, C. S. I., 
delivered an address on Publio Mcdioine at 
the annual meeting of tho British Medical 
Association at Bristol, in tho boginning of 
tho present month. This address containe 
much information whioh every intelligent 
reaident < f a city ought to poBsesa. Even a 
hasty porusalcf it will improas him with tho 
importance of observing the lawB which are 
known to conduce to the preservation <f the 
public health. Sir Charlos Cameron directs 
attention to tho fact that life is shorter in 
the towns than in tho country. Last year 
the doath rate in tho whole of Eogland and 
Wales, country and town, was 19 17 
per 1.000 persons living. In thirty- 
three ( f tho largest towna the 
rate waa 21 57. Loaving out thoee 
thirty-threo towns, tho death rato waB 17 9. 
Roughly, then, the death rate in tho towns 
was ten per cent, above the average race, 
and in the c luatry ten per cent, below it. 
Corrected for ago and Bex distribution, the 
doath rate in the tbirty-three towns waa 
2:1.32 and in tho rest of the country 17 02. 
That it( there wore 5 70 more deaths in 
evory 1,000 in the towna than in tho coun- 
try. " Tho difference," the lecturer aaid, 
" between the rural rate and that in aome of 
the towna was appalling. For example, tho 
difference as regards Liverpool amounted to 
no loss than 13 17 per 1,000. In that city 
there died in lS9.'i two persons for every 
death in equal population in many parts of 
England." 

The plain inferenco to be drawn from 
these facta is that tho nearer tho town can 
bo mado to resemble tho country, aB far as 
matters pertaining to the preservation of 
health are concerned, the healthier it will 
bo. That ia, if tho air and wator aro kept 
pure and if no disease-breeding mattor ia 
allowed to remain on the aurface of the 
ground or near it, the town will be nearly, 
if not quite, as healthy as tho country. 

Sir Charles Cameron makes it very clear 
indeed that the measures takon to preserve 
tho health of the dwellers in the cities of 
Great Britain have been tfTeotivo. They 
havo loesened the death rato and they have 
improved the general hoalth. He saya : 

Thealowgrowth of population in media-val 
times waa mainly due to plagues and peati- 
lencoB, tho great majority of which have 
ceased to exist. In our own times we 
may probably witness the extinction of 
two diseases whioh in former days 
cost an enormous loss of lifo— I rofor to 
typhus fever and smallpox. Leprosy and 
ague, once common diaeasos in Britain, have 
died out. The frightful mortality of our 
townB lasting well into tho eighteenth cen- 
tury was mainly duo to zymotic discuses. 
Publio medicine and privato hygieno lessoned 
the death rate in our towns by '20 to 50 per 
cent. Lot us contrast the England cf to-day 
with the India of to day, which so far ub 
relatea to sanitation resembles England of 
tho Mitldlo AgeB. In England from t'.vc to 
throe persons per thousand of tho popula- 
lion dio every year from zymotic diseases; 
in India in 1891 tho death rato from all 
oauses was 30. 14 whilst tho zpniotio death 
rato waa 18 27 or equal to tho death rate 
from all causes in England. In tho vast 
province of Bengal the zymotic (dirt die- 
eusi ) doath rato was 23 01 England has been 
described by foreigners ub tho birth placo and 
homo of sanitary science, and it surely do- 
servos tho compliment. Its general and 
fever death rarre are amongst the loweBt in 
the world. Thia ia tho moro remarkable 
when ono considers the largo proportion of 
the people who live in tho towns— for towna 
everywhere aro leas salubrious than tho open 
country. 

Tho man who aaid thia ia no amateur auni 
tarian. He is Profesaor of Chomiatry and 
Hygieno, Royal Collego of Surgeons in Ire- 
land. Ho has made sanitary science the 
study of hie lifo. Ho hue authority for 
every fact ho adduces and for every aaeorfcion 
ho makes. Whon a man in his position 
bearB strong testimony to tho efficacy of tho 
precautions that havo been used in Groat 
Britain to prosorvo tho public hoalth, he has 
a right to bo hoard with reepeot. It is, in 
fact, folly and Btupidity to disregard the 
osson that ho teaches. Thoso in whoao 
hands has beon placed tho duty of preserv- 
ing tho health of tho oitizens of Victoria 
should study carefully tho address of this 
ominont sanitarian.

FOKEST FIRES. 



Bicycle Couriers Gather Information 
of Their Extent In the Districts 
Kound Victoria. 



Mostly Confined to the Mountains— 
Excepting at Cobble Hill, Settlers 
Have Not Suffered. 

Though Tuesday's thick mt-ntio of smoke 
still hung heavy over Victoria yesterday, 
there was towards ovoning a decided change 
in tho direction of comfort. The air wu8 
clearer and people felt less depressed. At 
tho Bamo time tho fooling of uneasiness in 
regard to tho firea which aro tho cause of 
all the trouble was intensified, ua all re- 
cognized that tho cooling of tho air was 
duo to tho springing up of a 
pleasant breczs— and this same breeze 
may Bprcud the fires in all direc- 
tions, to work greater damage to standing 
timber and carry destruction upon tho iso- 
lated ranches of tho islands. Thus far the 
location of the fires on tho southern end of 
Vancouver island and their tffjet havo boon 
mnttera difficult to obtain information of, 
and it wua not known yestorday 
whether or not any sottlora be- 
sides those at Cobble Mill had Buffered. 

To obtain defiuito information for the 
Colonist in this regard, half a dozen mem- 
bers of tho Victoria Wheelmen's club yea- 
terday volunteered their aorvicos, and were 
by noon speoding from tho city, each in a 
different direction and with his own apecial 
territory to cover. Tho result of their en- 
quiries is tho knowledge that thus far the 
tiros on Vancouvor Island havo been con- 
fined to tho mountains, and tho prospect is 
that aside from the inevitable destruction 
of timber there will be little aatual loss. 
Settlers aro taking precautions for the pro- 
tection of their property; foncos are being 
in some oases safely stacked away and grain 
harvescod with all possible celerity; and tho 
ranchers do not require assistance of any 
"and. 

Tho wheelman who yoatorday explored 
the Cedar Hill, Cordova Bay, Gordon Head 
and Cadboro Bay roads, af cjrtained that the 
fire reported from Cedar Hill Tuesday was 

arcely worthy of mention, being more of a 
grass blez3 than a forest conflagration. INo 
crops or buildings aro or have been endan- 
gered, and the moat noticeable effoot of tho 
fires in tho neighborhood is the unusual dus- 
tiness of the roads and tho suffocating heat. 
Along Cordova Bay, wavoa of heat are waft- 
ed across from SanJuan,so thatthe tempera- 
ture of this usually delightful rosort is liko 
that of an oven fit for Bervice, A Bloop, just 
arrived from tho island named, reported 
fully one-half of it blazing, while tho end of 
Salt SpriDg is also said to bo buruitig, 
though no particulars are available. From 
Cordova Bay the aoono during tho past fow 
ovonings haj been grand, though portentous, 
tho dense cloud-bank ovorhanging tho silvery 
Straits being in turn crownod with a crim- 
son glow, filling all the sky. Even Bhould 
tha BottlorB on San Juan havo escaped injury 
by tho fire itself they must have Buffered 
severely from the intense heat. 

Iu the Saanich peninsular few fires are re- 
ported, and these few bruBh burnings of no 
cost or contoquenoe. At Jeremiah Grif- 
fitha' ranch, to tho loft of tho Saanich road, 
the largest fire in tho district is raging and 
has been since a week ago Sunday. No dam- 
ago has aa yet been done by it, and it is now 
believed to bo under control. On the west 
road another lire, originating two days later, 
is still burniog. It haa also, fortunately, 
been productive of no damage, nor ia it 
likely to be, bo long as it iB as carefully 
watcned as it ha3 beon during tho past week. 
Oa tho Carey road a few fences hovo suf- 
fered and several acres of oats ready for har- 
vesting have been burned over. This ap- 
pears to c institute the total losa. 

The courier along the lino ( f tho E. it N. 
railway has more to report than any of his 
brother firo eoouta, f ir hero it is that tho 
darjgor is moat pronounced, tho fire is 
fiercest, and tho destruction of timber is 
most noticeable. 

" The fire may bo said to commenoo at 
the tunnel, about fifteen miles from Vic- 
toria, 1 ' he Bays, " and extend to and over 
the Summit and on as far as Shawnigan lake, 
beiDg repeated at intervals oven further up 
the lino. No one knows how this firo had 
its origin, though the supposition is that the 
burning of au old logging camp on Shawni- 
gan lake moro than a week ego is respon- 
sible, the epurks communicating tho firo to 
tho undorgrowth up the hillside. Thus far 
the flames huvo been confined to the moun- 
tains, where thoy aro heard crackling and 
roaring like a hundred furnaces. ADy view 
of thespeotse'e is denied, for. the dense 
smoke mbkes it impossible to eeo moro than 
a hundred yards in any direction. 

"All along, the section men aro fightiDg 
tho tiro back, determined to keep it us it is 
now abovo the track. That they will do bo 
is to bo expected, for though firo climbs tho 
hllUidea readily enough, it will tako a strong 
wind to force it down, across tho tracks and 
into tho valloy land. Though tho fires ox- 
tend over a district of twenty miles and are 
tho most extensive experienced uinco the 
building of the E & N., no bridges or 
buildings aro in danger, and the chief lose 
will be in the burning of standing timber 
and of cordwood stacked at tho Summit. 
No grain haB yet been destroyed, and tho 
ranobera at Cobble Hill aro the only oueo 
whose homos havo been destroyed or oven 
threatened. " 

Ali>t,g tho Goldstream, Metobosin, Happy 
Valloy and Sooke river roads tbo presence 
of tho firea is indicated as much by tho dead 
silence of tho woods us by t ho greyish-blue 
voil of smoke which enve'ops everything. 
At Albert Head, tho usually magnificent 
panorama of sea and mountains with the 
city in tho distance, ia blotted out, and only 
I ho dead wall of smoko hanging over Royal 
Roada meeta tho near horizon. Boucher 
Bay has a small firo but not a dangerous 
ono ; Finlayaon and Greon inountuina havo 
been ou firo for ton days past and aro otill 
burning ; and Goldstream haa had a series 
of little firea at intervals for two weeks back, 
Btanding grain being occasionally threatened 
and tho fences requiring cIobo atten- 
tion. A few miles beyond, the Leach 
river trail is Impassable owing to firea on 
either Bido, which it is said (though ou what 
authority is not mentioned) wero purposely 
aet last Sunday woek. Tho trail had been 
but recentiy opened up hy the G ivernment, 
and waa much used by the little community 
of 150 or moro placer minora and quurlz 
prospectors working about ton miles from 
Goldstream. Their on'y avenno ot communi- 
cation ia now the Snoko luko road, muoh fur- 
ther round, and firea aro ul«o reported to bo 
ragiDg nour tho luko whore thuro are numer- 
ous small ranches or clearings. Tho firo is 
principally confinnd to tho hills and not in 
danger of spreading turthor unleas u brisk 
brer z a springs up. 

From Carmanah tho roport is : " No 
firea yot, though very denao smoke ; tho 
water cannot be soon from tho lighthouse." 
Port San Juan says : " No liros horo, but 
t ho settlors aro clearing up brush ; " and 
0:tor Point announces : " No bush Bros 



here, but one to tho wost. We can see im- 
mense fires in tho mountains on the Ameri- 
can aide of the Straits." 

Buah fireB, which have been raging in the 
Slocan country for weeks, are now within 
threo miles of KubIo. These fires origin- 
ated on tho shores of Slocan lake, and 
swept around past New Denver, entirely 
destroying tho towns of Three Forks and 
Watson, and cleaning out nearly every 
camp on tho wagon road to Now Denver. 
Tho personal Iobs oo far ranges from §50,000 
to SCO, 000, and in general - counting timfcor, 
damage to roads und mining operations — 
will rungo into the hundreds of thousands. 

From the Columbia cornea tho news that 
all tho caBt shore of tho river and the 
Arrow luko aro in llainoB. At night tho 
rolling billows of firo light up the rugged 
outlines of thn shoro and reflect across, the 
water with effects wildly grand. All tho 
west slope of tho Trout lake country ia said 
to be in tho name condition. Until tho 
scattered proepeotorn roturn in tho fall, but 
little can be known of tho losa of life, but 
those well puated on tho country aay that a 
number must have beon caught, m> quickly 
do tho flimia lo.p from p.^ak to p-:«k nud 
from one shattered alone to another. 

Westminster, Aug. 29 — (Srteciu!)— For- 
est fires are raging all over the Westminster 
dhtriot, and the arnoko has become a con- 
siderable nuisance. A groat deal of valu- 
able timber haa beon destroyed. 

Seattle. Aug- 29 —Forest fires aro raging 
through Whatcom, Skagit, Snohomish and 
King counties and in the Olympio moun- 
tains and an inestitnablo amount of damago 
has been dono to standing timber. Tho 
wind has beon south by west and the denso 
smoko has been drivon into tho lower coun- 
try and has enveloped the whole Souud dis- 
trict in a vapor moro disagreoablo than fog. 
All tho Bteamors havo been compelled to 
take tho same precautions ub if a heavy fog 
had settled on the water. All trains on the 
Great Northoru und Lake Shoro liues run 
on slow orders, and tho headlights aro kept 
lit tho wholo day. During the whole of 
yesterday tho city was oppressed with hot, 
stifling smoko and it was generally supposed 
that tho smoko came from a few comparat- 
ively small bush fires along Liko Washing- 
ton in tho vicinity of Madison Park, but tho 
smoke really comes from tho raging fires 
north. 

Along the Bsllingham bay railroad, run- 
ning from Sumas to Whatcom, the firea aeem 
to be the fierceat. The tmoke oppears like 
an impenetrable wall, and, although the 
fUmeB are not near enough to stop traffic, 
traveling under suoh circumstances ia decid- 
edly unpleasant, as it ia almost us dark as 
night, with the hoat and stifling odor of 
smoke added. 

New WHATCOM. Aug. 29.— Never bofore 
has this city been iu such imminent danger 
of destruction by fire. The heavy north 
wind which was driving the [limes toward 
the town and onvelopitig it in a denBe vol- 
ume of Bmoke, subsided last evening, The 
fireman are back and think they havo tho firo 
under control unless the wind springs up 
again. 

Tho principal loss so lar iB tho Eldridge 
mansion. Several amall houses in the out- 
skirts haveluen deatroyed. The extent of 
the damage on the country roada cannot be 
ascertained, aa communication ia shut off. 
A largo quantity of wood on the Bollingham 
Bay £ British Columbia road haa bsen de- 
stroyed. Business is practically (-uspended. 
Incendiarism in tho business portion of the 
city ia apprehended to ninht and every pro- 
caution ie baing taken. The police have ar- 
reBted seven men who wero heard to oxpreBB 
thn wish that the entire city would burn. 

Faikhaven, Aug. 9.— Extensive forest 
fires have been raging all about tho town 
and tho air is full of suffocating Bmoke. 
Tho wind haa now gone down and tho fear 
of destruction by fire haa subsided. A 
break in tho water main leaves the elevated 
portion of the city without protection 
should tbo wind b'ow again. 

Pout Townsbnu, Aug 29 —Big forest 
fires in the Olympian rnountuius Iiuvb been 
burning for several days, and tho StraitB 
and lower Sound aro enveloped in a thick 
cloud of smoke. Tho atmoaphoro is full of 
ash ciudeis A fresh west wind has driven 
the great volume of smoko southward. 
Extensive fireB are also burning along tho 
north sidn of Hood canal and iu Clallam 
county. Between hero and Quilcene much 
valuable timber belonging to llio mill com- 
panies has been destroyed.

London, Aug. 29. — There is no longer 
any doubt that the Czir is threatened with 
grave kidney trouble, He has grown thin, 
his complexion ia pale and of a bad color 
and be has the air of a man who is greatly 
fatigued. Professor Z»coharin waa ap- 
pointed inspector of modical affairs at the 
Imperial emit, so that ho will be ablo to be 
in conatant attendance upon the Czar and 
watch closely tho changes in his condition. 

Tho condition of the Count of l'aris is be- 
coming much worBO. Ho is very weak and 
the cancer from which ho ia Buffering greatly 
hinders hia taking food. He ia surrounded 
by all tho members of his family. 

The defeat of the Dutch troops sent to 
punihh the Kuj ill of the Island of Lambok, 
not far from Java, aeema to havo befn more 
serious than was at first supposed. It ia 
asserted that 164 Dutob aoldiora and 14 
ofljcera, inc'udiug Gen. Von Ham, were 
killed and many wounded. The JJjtch 
residents of Lambok succeeded in escaping. 
The .Nieu Courunt of Rotterdam has re- 
ceived a dispatch to the effect that after a 
hard fight tho Dutch wore forc;d to rotrea' 
to Ampana with a losBof 1 85 mon missing or 
killed. ThiB loss includes .'it) officers. 

Advices received from May.jgan say that 
numbers of Europeans are leaving that town 
o ving to threats made by the Kubylea that 
tbey will attack tho place. Revolts against 
the extortions of tho government aie re- 
ported from various portions ot Morocco, 
aad the powerful Ducatla tribe stopped the 
governor's suite coming from Fez and de- 
manded tho payment of tribute. A conflict 
enBued and numbers were killed on both 
Bides. 

William Coutta Keppell, seventh Earl of 
Albemarle, is doad. Ho was born in 1832 
He waa twice undersecretary of war, secre- 
tary for Indian affdrs in Cunud* and treas- 
urer of the royal household. 

The authorities of Metz have caused the 
arrest of Mme. lemert.a French lady, whom 
they cbargo with being a spy. 

The governor of Now South WaleB, upon 
the assembling of parliament, said that in 
accordance with the mandato of the electors 
the protective dutiea would be repealed and 
replaced by income and iaud taxes.

STRETCHING OUT. 

Australia Trying to Meet the United States la 
the Markets of CLlna and. Japan. 

San Francisco, Aug. 2ti. — A looal paper 
says editorially : 

" W T e in California, who aro justly proud 
of our agricultural resources and industriea 
and who are koustomod to look upon the 
world as a necessary customer, may bo as- 
tonished to loarn that a distant but young 
and vigorous country, Australia, has entered 
the lists against ua and challenged us 
in earnest for the supremaoy. Tho way 
Australia has done is this : She has taken 
up and copied American machinery and 
methods and as soon as she got things into 
running order Bho startod oub agents or 
commissioners, drummers they would ho 
cilled, if representing a private concern, 
and giving them oarte blanche us to time 
and oipenaes, sent them to India, China and 
Japan to represent to those countrioj the 
growth and advancement of Australia and the 
facilities sho possesses for supplying them 
with staple articles of necessity. 

" The commissioners were regularly ac- 
credited to the several governments and 
wero instructed to aparo no exponse in se- 
curing a foothold for Australian productB. 
In India and Singapore they succoeded in 
gaining a permanent, footing for Buch Aus- 
tralian produota aa flour, hay, maize, canned 
meats and fruita, and brandioa, butter, 
honey and cheese, whore only American and 
chiefly goods from California had been 
known or dealt in before, and it waB very 
much the Bairie in Hongkong and Shanghai. 
It has been 6tattdfor California flour that 
it is the finest and diyest in tho world, but 
Australia now disputes this end asserts that 
her flour will compare favorably with the 
best pi uduct of California. 

" At tho present time freight rates from 
California to China and Japan are lower 
than from Australia to those countries, but 
in this direction California will not long he 
favorod, for arrangements are under negotia- 
tion with the two large steamship lines run- 
ning between China and Australia to reduce 
tho rates on certain lines of produce, which, 
if acceded to, will give Australia an advan- 
tige over California. Jilow it has become 
apparent that unless we uro willing that 
Australia should supplant us entirely in tho 
Orient we must bestir ourselves, even if we 
have to combat national commissions by 
agents sont out and maintained by 
private capital and privato enterprise." 

EVACUATION OF CYPRUS. 

The Order Causes n Panic Among the Chris- 
tian Population of the Island. 

London, Aug. 29 — A dispatch from 
Cyprus says : Orders havo boon received 
here for tho evacuation of tho Island of 
Cyprus, and tho British garrison is prepar- 
ing to leave. The nowa has caused a p^nic 
among tho Christian population, who bo- 
lieve that the island is about to be restored 
to tho possession of Turkey. The dispatch 
was shown to a representative of tho British 
foreign office to-day. who oxpluinod that tho 
withdrawal of tho garrison was due to 
military rxigoociea only, and that it had no 
political meaning. He said that a small 
detachment of British troops will remain at 
Cyprus in charge of tho stores and the 
buildings belonging to tho government.

UTTERLY ANNIHILATED. 

A French Garrison Occupying Tlmbuctoo 
Miikes k Sortie and Is Destroyed. 

Paris, Aug. 20 —According to a report 
received at St. Louis, the French garrison 
at Timbuotoo, aiter three days' desperate 
fighticg with Tuaregs and other hoBtilo 
tribos which have beon besieging that city, 
made a sortie The beleaguering forces fell 
upon tho 8ortio party, fairly annihilating it. 
A French column, commanded by Col. 
Bannier. arrived at Timbuctoo January 1, 
and two days later a detaohmont of trorps, 
with Col. Bannier at its head, accompanied 
by Col. Hugier and tho entiro stall, started 
out on a reconnoitering expedition, loaving 
Captain Phillippe, as senior captain, in 
oharge of the post at Timbuctoo. This 
French detachment, in some manner never 
fully explained to tho puhlio, was eurpriBed 
while asleep in camp at Djugoi, two hours' 
march north of Goudani and three days' 
march from Timbuctoo. The Arabs, chiilly 
Tuaregs, mounted and on foot and armed 
with lancea and kniveB, entered the French 
camp by several Bides during tho darkest 
hours ot early morning and overturned the 
stucked arms in front of the sharpshooters, 
who, being surrounded, wore unable to sei/.e 
their rifles to defend themselves successfully. 

The Araba massacred nearly tho entire 
dotaohment, consisting of the fifth and elev- 
enth companioBof SoudaneBO BharpshsoterB. 
A French officer, Captain Nigotte, though 
seriously wounded in tho hand, succoeded in 
escaping to a platoon of soldiera left Borne 
yards behind tho main camp to guard some 
captured flocks. Thia platoon was undor 
the command of Lieutenant S*rda. It re- 
treated to Timbuctoo, bringing with it a 
few wounded men who had escaped tho mas- 
sacre at Dougoi. The Tuaregs pursued the 
retreating Boldiera and practically invaded 
Timbuctoo, which Captain Phillippe made 
haste to defend pending tho arrival of rein- 
forcements. It waa stated that a' Lljugoi 
tho French loBt nino officers, two European 
sergeants, an interpreter and one sergeant, 
six corporals and sixty-one native sharp- 
shooters. For tho defence of Timbuctoo 
Captain Phillippe had ,'iOO rifles and six can- 
non, but thia was a very email force with 
which to hold a town of 12,000 peoplo, situ- 
ated amid hot, moving Bauds on the verge of 
a morass, and having a walled enclosure 
about three miles in circumference. 

A column commandod by Co). Joffer was 
on its way to roinforco the French at Tim- 
buctoo, and, having sent messengers to the 
colonel and communicated with the com- 
mander of tho Frenoh flotilla on tho Niger 
river, tho ciptain made tho best disposition 
possible of his small force, and, with tho co- 
operation of the populace, succeeded in hold- 
ing out until the Joffer column arrived. 
This column was composed of a company 
and a half of sharpshooters, a tquadron of 
Spahis, a Bplendid African cavalry, 0.'!0 aux- 
iliary Spahia and two guna. It also included 
the horses, mules, drivers, eto , of the first 
column. It followed tho land route by 
Sanding, Monipo, Namapli, Ero, Soumpe 
and Goudam, and met with a serious oppo- 
sition during its advance. On January 20 a 
company of Bharpthootors marched on Nia- 
fuuko, supported by cavalry and artillery. 
They wore confronted by two kilometres 
of swamp which surrounded a village, in 
front of which wore 400 warriors drawn up 
in battle array. The warriors oharged tho 
Frenoh foroe, The latter, in less than fif- 
teen minutes, killed over 100 Africans. 
The othera took to flight and the villngo was 
captured without any loaa on the part of the 
Joffer column. Several other engagements- 
took place, cannon and cavalry being re- 
peatedly called into use. On February 20 
the advance guard of the Joffer column 
roaohed Timbuctoo, and the latter soon 
afterward. It is, in all probability, part of 
the force of Capt. Phillippe and Col. Joffer, 
which, according to advices from Senegal, 
has been out to pieces by the Arab). 1c is- 
believed that the garriaon of Timbuctoo has, 
since the Joffer column arrived there, been 
again reinforced. 

Journal des Debuts has received a dis- 
patch similar to the one made public thia 
morning. This dispatch announced that 
after three days' fighting a detachment of 
tho garrison of Timbuctoo made a sortie.. 
Tnia detaohmont was composed of two com- 
panies. Both departments agree in stating, 
that the detachment taking part in the sor- 
tie was cut to pioccs. IrquirieB made on 
this subject at the ministry of tho colonies 
show that no confirmation of the report has 
been received there, and the official in charge 
expressed tho opinion that there is nn truth 
in the report, claiming that if tho fi^ht had 
ocourred, news of it would havo certainly 
roached tho ministry from Kayea, through 
which place all news muot paBB. The 
original dispatch from Senegal was received 
from a privato Bourco. Tho latest official 
dispatches from Timbuotoo dcolare that the 
Frenoh force at that placo was inadequate 
to cope with tho Tuaregs, who, it is added, 
had been cowed by recent defeats, and were 
indispoaed to reBumo Hostilities,

Tacoma, Wn., August 2'.)— The North- 
weat IntoraUto Fair was formally oponod 
to day. .Speeches were mado by the 
'Governors of the States and the Terri- 
tory, the Fair is representing. There 
was an iimiionso street parade in 
the middle of the day and in the evening 
there was a pyrotecnic display at the Fair 
grounds. Altogether Tacoma presented 
a carnival appearance. Bluo, yellow and 
white, the fair colors wero everywhere. 
There were blue, yellow and white sun 
shade?, bluo, yellow and white buttons 
and blue, yellow and white ribbons, 
gonfalons and Hags in endless profusion. 

While the people of Tacoma aro re- 
sponsible tor the inception of the Inter- 
state Fair project and for successfully 
carrying it out, they regard it as the joint 
enterprise of the commonwealths that 
united to make it a success ; namely, 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Montana, 
.British Columbia and Alaska. All these 
have contributed to further the enterprise 
and the Fair is representative nf them. 
There are gathered together in the build- 
ings of agriculture and horticulture, fish- 
eries, milling, forestry and manufactures 
and liberal arts, extensive displays of 
all the products and manufactures of the 
Northwest. In a manner never before 
attempted are shown the resources of this 
section of the country. But a glimpse of 
what theso States have to show was seen 
in their buildings at the World's Fair. 
Here are seon the moro complete ex- 
hibits. 

In addition to theso displays, the Fair 
management has secured the cream of 
the foreign exhibits that wero brought to 
this country to be exhibited at the 
Columbian Exposition. There are six- 
teen entensive foreign sections in the 
building of Manufactures and Liboral 
Arts. 

Amusement features aro numerous in- 
cluding many of the best of the midway 
features at Chicago, such as the Turkish 
village, but in addition there are several 
thoroughly characteristic western fea- 
tures, such as Indian villages whore the 
aborigines aru bIiowii at work and play, 
and typical lumber and mining camps. 

A beautiful natural park occupies one 
corner of the large ground. It comprises 
45 acres of the wildest and most pictu- 
resque of Washington forest scenery. 
Roaming at largo in it are tame elk and 
deer. On a small lake in the grounds are 
Indians in their dug-out canoes. 

The situation of the grounds has 
prompted the admiration of all who have 
visited them. Sloping away to the 
Sound, a magnificent view is commanded 
of the water, of the lir clad hills and of 
two mountain ranges, the Cascade and 
Olympics. Rising far above tho jagged, 
snow capped peaks of tho former range 
is Mt. Tacoma, 14,441 foot high, over- 
shadowing the very grounds. 

The Fair buildings, interspersed with 
those of the many concessionaries, are 
clustered around the grand court in the 
centre of which is a small lake. 

Building the Fair and putting tho 
enterprise on its feet was an undertaking 
involving no small amount of determi- 
nation and hard work. Tho dilliculty of 
securing money was tho first obstacle en- 
countered. To start the ball rolling, 
Governor McGraw, the mayor of tho city, 
professional men, laborers and mechanics 
turned out one March day, took off their 
coats and startod clearing the grounds 
with their own hands. Their actual labor 
accomplished much, while the force of 
their example had a good effect in securing 
money to go ahead. 

Floods and strikes sot niattors back 
somewhat, but indomitable western enter- 
prise and determination eventually tri- 
umphed and there is now opened to the 
world, an exposition greater by far than 
any previously attempted west of the 
Mississippi, excepting only the Mid- 
winter Fair. The cost of tho buildings 
approximates $300,000, the Liboral Arts 
building alone cost §135,000 The ex- 
pectation is that 500,000 people will visit 
thin exposition, before the gates close on 
November 1.

THE £EA L ISLANDS- 

Latftt From the North by the Cutter 
"Rush." 

Washington, Aug. 20.— Captain Cooper, 
of the revenue cutter Rush, announces 
the arrival nf tho Bush with Assistant. 
Secretary Hamlin on board at the seal 
islands on August 3rd, after a ten days' 
run from Port Townsend. lie reports 
the Cnitod States men-of-war Adams, 
Yorktown, Concord, Petrol, Corwin and 
Rush at St. Paul, Alert and St. (ieorge's 
islands. A large numbor of sealers are 
reported as being in Bohring sea with 
spears, which they aro using effectively 
in seal hunting, So far this season's 
catch of Beals at Pribyloff island has 
footed up to 18,000, the limit of the catch 
fixed by Secretary Carlisle being 20,000 
for the season. Mr. Hamlin is devoting 
himself to tho study of the seal problem 
from its practical side, and was also look- 
ing into the salmon fisheries question. 

Much excitement is reported in the 
Yukon river region, Alaska, over rich 
gold discoveries. Moro than one thous- 
and men are said to bo in that region en- 
gaged in gold placer mining, and $100,000 
of gold was at Juneau, Alaska, waiting 
shipment to San Francisco. In a private 
loiter Assistant-Secretary Hamlin states 
ho expects to reach Washington by Sep- 
tember 15th.

THE CITY MARKETS. 

Staples Eenialn Practically Unchanged— But- 
ter Plentiful, hut Eggs are Up. 

Housekeepers have had no reason to com 
plain of dilliculty in proouring butter of ox 
oallent quality during tho past week, as tho 
island and mainland farmers have kept tho 
market well auppliod. Eggs, on the other 
hand, have been scarce au " Biddy " has 
begun to moult and iB too busy preparing 
for a now coat of feathers to do much laying. 
The consequence is that tho island eggB have 
gone up to 40c. a dozen. Homo grown fruit 
and vegotablcs aro putting in on appearance 
in considerable quantity, though plums aro 
somewhat scarce owing to tho email crop, 
and apples are decidedly poor in quality. 
Potatots still stand at ]Jo., with prospootB 
of becoming cheapor in the imiiiodiate 
future. Inland tomatooe aro Belling for 75j. 
per case, and green corn at 15o. a drzen. 
Fresh apricots havo dropped off tho Hat 
altogether. Tho staples, such as flour and 
meats, remain unchunged : granulated bugar, 
however, boing Jo. cheaper than two weeks 
ago. It is now quoted at St 75 per 100 lbs. 
The farmers of Suanich aro bucy cutting 
their grain, tho yield of which promises 10 
bo good. They have about one-half thoir 
crop in stacks, but what still standa looks 
protty ripo, the dry hot weather of lato 
haviDg brought it to maturity quickly.

" If Goorgo Gibaon, aged 64 years, Eeg- 
Hshmun, who camo to thio CoaBt in 1871 (or 
hie representatives), will communicate with 
us, he will hear of some- thing to his advan- 
tage.

Tho natural curiosity aroused by bo care- 
fully-worded an invitation iB only partially 
satiefiad on application to tho legal firm 
named who have charge of the matter, as 
they do not wish to give opportunity tor 
fraudulent claims by making public too 
much of tho information at their command.

Tho tight man, however, has yet to turn 
un. It is very possibto that tho infirmities 
cf advancing yeura has already overtaken 
tho udvonturous wayfarer and carried him 
beyond tho ncod cf tho glittering thousands 
that await hiB coming. But if ho ia atill 
alive, and should have had tho wisdom to 
come to anchor in or near Victoria, it is 
to bn hoped chit this may catch hia eye. 

It is nearly a year row ainco Messrs, Groff 
and Lofroy lirst undertook tho task of hunt- 
ing up George Gibson, and durirg that time 
they have spont upward of §100 in adver- 
tising for him. Advertisements similar to 
tho ubove, which has been inserted in the 
Colonist from time to time, havo appearod 
in tho leading pupors of Seattle, Taooma, 
Spokane, San Franoieea, Redwood City, Lob 
Angelos, San Diego, and as far inland as 
Boise City, Idaho.
